IS Majeſty hath conſidered the ſeveral Addreſſes which have been now preſented to him, 7nd Coms 
mands me to return theſe Anſwers to them. 

Firſt, I am to let the Commiſſioners of the Licutchancy know, That His Majeſty doth very well ac- 
cept and approve of the Addreſs they made ; and think that zeal with which they have Expreſſed their Loy- 
alty ard good Aﬀections to his Perſcn and Government, to be at this tim: a very Seaſonable Piece of Duty 
and Servions ard doth heartily Thank them f.r it : 

Ta the Gentlemen'cf the ct Scuthwark, His Mal doth not only give His hearty Thans, but 
declares himſelf to be extreamly well pleaſed with the Ferm of their Addreſs, and think they ed uport 
the Trueſt and Sureſt Grounds that can be, when they lay it down for a Maxim, That ſteady Loyalty is 
the only Foundation of True Felicit,, RY 

And I am to affure you bot, That His Majeſty will always retain a Gracious Remembrarce of your 
Good Services, and that you ſhall 1.ot fail to tind the Effects of it, whenſoever you ſhall apply your ſelves 
to His Majeſty for His Favour.  _. 

As for that other Addreſs which ſtiles it ſelf, The Humnible Petition of the Loxd Mayer, Aldermen, 
and Commons of the City of London, in Common Council Aſſembled ; and which is very much dil- 
credited by thcſe other Add:efſes which accompany it, I have many Things in Command tofay to it. 

The King did expe that a Petition which ſeen.s to come from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council of the City of Londen, ſh:u'd have confifted of fuch Matters only, as relate to the particular 
Concerrs of the City ; at leaſt He thouyht He ſh-uld have found in it ſome due Acknowledgments of His 
continual Care in Prelerving ar.d Improving your Trade, and Supporting your Liberty and Franchiſes. 

But contrary to His Expectations, at1.d ( as He thinks to your Duty) He finds this Petition medling with 
Matters of State and Government, Things which do in no ſort Appertain to you, but are quite out of 

Sphere ; And if this ſhould paſs without Reproof, the meanett Corporation, 'nay, the meancſt Vil- 

e in' land, will have as much Right to be medling in theſe Matters, as you have, 

The End and Uſe of Common Counci's in London, is for thie Buſineſs of London ; you are not the 
Common ils of the Nation, and yct you Behave your ſelves ſo, as if you thouzht you were. 

But the King doth not look upon this Petition, as proceeding from the Unanimous Conſent of the 


' Common Council ; He is very well informed, that it paſt there, by an inconſiderable Majority ; lut 


Fourteen Votes in the whole, and againſt the Sence of the Major Part of tae Court of Aldermen. And 
His Majeſty hath a great Vahue and Kindneſs for the Honeſty and Diſcretion of thoſe who diſſented from 
it: And He looks upon the Reſt, as milled by ſome ill Men, who make it their Btifinefs to begin that 
Confuſion in the fr which they ſee no hopes of beginning elſewhere: 

And the King doth not believe that the Matter of this Perntion was ever well conſidered by you," be- 
cauſe he fir. ds in it ſo many Preſumprtious Miſtakes. 

It Prays the Calling of a Parliament, at a time, wh:n the King hath already declared to all the World, 
that there ſhall be frequent Parhaments ; and ſo ſeems to doubt of that Aflurarce which all Good Subjects 
give the King moſt humble Thants tor. | 

Tt Prays a Continuaticn of that Parliament, till all thcir Buſineſs be diſpatcht ; and ſo Breaks in upon 
the Higheſt Truft, which is Lodged in the King, ro whom alone it belongs to appoint the Times and 
Seaſons. ,

And beſides all Sa King takes Notice of another Expreſſion in your Addreſs, wherein you pre- 
tend to be much troubled, that certain Famphlets have lately come out, which ſpeak very diſhonourably 
of the Proceedings of the Two laſt Parliaments. 

Now the Kinz would have been glad you had mentioned what Pamphlets you mean, leaft otherwiſe 
the World ſuppoſe you to have a ſecret meaning in this General Expreflicn ; ſuch a meaning as no honeſt

But it ſcems your Curiofity bath been very great to look after ſome kind of Pamphlets, but your Deli- 
gence hath hone very little, when you ſhould have looked after the Reſt, and have Lane the Sedicious, 
Notwithſtanding all this, the King is ftill of Opinion, that there are but very few among you, who 
deſerve theſe Reproofs ; He jsnot cniy confident ot the Aﬀections of the City in General, as knowing that 
no Prince ever deſerved better of his People : yu believes the greateſt Part of the Court of Aldermen, 
and cf the Common Council roo; if they had-all been preſcnt, to be very much addicted ro his Service: 
If therefore there be any a ycu, who ſeeks to make Diviſions, He hopes you will mark them, and 
avoid them, and that you 7-All dy to bequiet and do your own Buſineſs ; for the King hath ſet his Heart 
upon this City, to dv them all the gobd he can, and *tis only the Peace of His Government which can 
bring you any Proſperity, 


The King therefore Recommends it to you, and Requires it of you, to take effeftual Care, that there 
be no kind of Diſturbance or Diſorder —_ you. _y OW
